EXPECT WAR NEWS 
T0 AID DEMOCRATS 
IN THE ELECTIONS 


Will Have Commanding Effect 
on Congress Contests, 
Observers Believe. 


CONCEDED BY REPUBLICANS 


Leaders PrivatelyiSay Armistice 
and Victories May Out- 


weigh All Other Issues. 


GREGORY ISSUES APPEAL 


Asks Support of Wilson and Criti- 
cises Roosevelt’s Attacks — 
Chairmen’s Statements.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3. — The cam- 
Ppaign for the election of 435 members of 
the House of Representatives and more 
than one-third of the membership of 
the Senate has about closed, with the 
armistice with Austria signed and Ger- 
many about to lay down her al 
big things that President Wilson has 
been struggling for in the last two 
months. 

In the opinion of conservative politi- 
cal observers, the developments abroad 
cannot fail to have a commanding effect 
upon the elections on Tuesday, and even 
Republican leaders tonight are conced- 
ing that it may be an issue which will 
be more effective than the chief one ad- 
‘vanced by them, preparation for com- 
mercial war following peace and recon-, 
struction founded upon protective tariff 
policies. 

‘While the campaign managers of both 
major parties tonight persisted in their 
claims made yesterday, conditions are so 
unprecedented, with so many cross cur- 
rents and unfathomable factors prevail- 
ing, that an accurate forecast of the 
elections is next to impossible.. Repub- 
lican leaders admit that the cessation of 
hostilities by Austria-Hungary, soon to 
be followed by Germany, is to the ad- 
vantage of the Democratic Party, and 
the leaders of the Democratic Party to- 
night said that the international situa- 

~ tidn might have such an influence on 
the elections as to increase the previous- 
ly estimated Democratic majorities. 

Homer S. Cummings, Acting Chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee, 
tenight issued a statement making a 
final appeal to the voters to uphold the 
President. He said there was only one 
issue in the elections, and that was to 
give President Wilson a vote of con- 
fidence. A similar statement was made 
by Attorney General Gregory, as fol- 
lows: 

Mr. Gregory’s Statement. 


‘‘The partisan issue was injected into 
the approaching election by men who 
are admittedly leaders of the Repub- 
lican Party. Under the direction’of the 
President, the industrial and military 
forces of the United States have been 
mobilized and thrown into the contest 
with a thoroughness and effectiveness 
which is now admitted by our enemies, 
as well as our allies, and which is rap- 
idly bringing the contest to a victorious 
close. 

‘“‘This leadership, as President Eliot 

has just said, ‘has given the United 
States a position in human affairs 
which no other nation has ever pos- 
sessed.’ The President is regarded by 
the world as its most influential citizen 
and by our allies as their chief spokes- 
man. Nevertheless, Colonel Roosevelt, 
the accepted unofficial leader of the 
Republican Party in the United States, 
has found in these’ great achievements 
nothing to commend and has system- 
atically, from the outbreak of the war, 
devoted himself to carping and vicious 
criticisms of all that has been done. 

‘While untold lives and treasure and 
the fate of free peoples throughout the 
world depended upon American solidar- 
ity, Colonel Roosevelt has by every 
means in his power sought to destroy 
the confidence reposed by the people in 
the President and to weaken the au- 


thority with which the latter is clothed. | 3}

AN ATLANTIC PORT, Nov.:3.—Pas- 
sengers arriving today from France on

NORTH OF VERDUN, Nov. 3, 8 
P. M.—For the third day the Amer- 
ican First Army has continued its 
sensational advance north of Verdun 
against the demoralized Third and 


Fifth German Armies.

It is impossible to give the exact 
line because the rapidity of our rush

We 
have also taken Aucourt Farm and 
Beauclair. On the right we have 
pushed beyond Halles and Montigny. 
‘East of the Meuse great acticity is 
reported behind the German lines. 


‘To Cut German Railway. ° 


The capture of the heights east of 
Beauclair, on the west bank of the 
Meuse, places our line seven miles 
from the Germans’ main railroad 
line, the Meziéres-Sedan-Longuyon 
system, in the vicinity of Lamouilly, 
which means that the line will be 
under range of our 75s as soon as 
they can be got up. We have hun- 
dreds of these accurate little guns 
available for cutting this line. 

It appears that almost all German 
resistance has been broken by -the 
rush of the American First. Army 
after its four-week pitched battle 
with the enemy. At dawn this morn- 
ing we sent out patrols all along the 
line, who found practically no re- 
sistance, and our infantry quickly 
moved forward in-force’ over a fif- 
teen-mile front. At Barricourt the 
garrison .of -Germans showed © its 
teeth, but in a sharp, swift bayonet 
charge we cleared the town, and then 
resistance seemed to melt away. 

Difficulties ‘of Transport. 

On. most of the front our advance 
today was limited only by transpor- 
tation culties and the difficulties 
of pam up: guns.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY, Nov. 
3.—After fierce fighting by English 
and Canadian troops the ald City of 
Valenciennes, across the ‘Scheldt ‘Ca- 
nal, was entered yesterday morning. 


At 7:50 A.M. the General somniddld:. 


ing the Canadian trdops which én- 


eirdied the town sent this historic} 


message: ‘'I have the honor to re- 
port that Valenciennes is completely 
in our hands.’’:. 

It was a fine achievement which the 
English troops share with the Cana- 
dians. Against these Yorkshire terri- 
torials and regulars of country regi- 
ments came the énemy's desperate 
counterattacks on Friday after our ad- 
vance in the morning through the vil- 
lages of Aulnoy and Preseau, strongly 
held by large numbers of ' German 
troops with orders to defend these po- 
sitions to the death. 

From the north all advance was 
made impossible by the. opening of 

‘ Scheldt © sluice gates, which 
rac that side of tue city, and tHe 
enemy’ 8 only” way “to escape was by 
the southeast, so. that’ here he had 
concentrated all his: available men. 
They fought with great courage and

Many German dead lie across the 
little Rhonelle River, and 4,000. pris- 
oners were taken by the combined 
forces. The enemy's counterattacks 
were made with the help of tanks, but 
they broke down utterly, .so that the 
British captured tanks and many more 
prisoners. 

I went into Valenciennes: Seatertay 
morning soon after its capture, when 
there was still heavy fighting. on its 
southeastern side, so that. all the Brit- 
ish guns were in action with enor- 
mous noise as I passed them in the 
outskirts+of the city, and flights of 
shells were passing over its houses, 
where’ many civilians experienced 
mingled joy and ‘ear. knowing that 
they were free again, but ‘afraid © of 
this fury of the guns around them. 

Outlying .Villages Deserted. 

The way to Valenciennes trom Douai 
was full of haunting pictures of the 
war, because’ Canadian and English 
troops fought through many of the 
villages along these roads, and those 


places have not escaped unscathed. ‘ 


Their people have fled from’ those 
néarest to Valenciennes because of the 


German shells which smashed through | 


their roofs and walls and made wreck- 
age in many houses. Some of them 
‘have'been sliced in half, so that. one 
looks” into rooms. where cottage Pianos 
and women’s: sewing machines and 


babies’ cradles still stand against. the}. 
farthest walls earned broken beams 


and plaster. -

ROME, Nov. 3.—The Italians have. 
captured Trent, one of Austria’s 
chief fortified towns in thé Tyrol, 
the War Office announced tonight. 

Italian land and sea forces have 
also occupied Trieste, the principal 
seaport of Austria-Hungary on the 
Adriatic, and the victorious tricolor 
is flying from’ the castle and from 
the ‘tower of San Giusto. 

Italian cavalry have entered Udine. 

In théir drive in Northern Italy 
the Italian and allied forces have 
captured 100,000 Austro-Hungarians. 
More than 2,200 guns have also been 
taken. 


Mountain Passes Forced. 


An earlier communication issued 
this afternoon told of the entry of 
the Italians into Rovereto, thirteen 
miles south of Trent. The text is 
appended: 

We have broken through the ene- 
my’s fortifications at Celadel. The 
Tonale Pass is forced and the Val’ 
Arsa taken from Col Santa to the 
north of Pasubio. Our advance is 
continuing irresistibly on the To- 
‘nezza, the ,Asiago Plateau, in the 
Sugana Valley, the Valleys of Cis- 
mon and the Cordevole and along 
the: Piave and on the plains. 

On the Tagliamento, cavalry, sup- 
ported by mourited batteries, ber- 
saglieri, and cyclists, is winning bit- 
ter combats against the adversary, 
who, surprised on this side of the 
river, is fighting with great stub- 
bornness. The 2d Brigade, with the 
regiments from Genoa and our air- 
men and alied airmen, has bril- 


liantly maintained exceptional ac- 
tivity. 

The total of prisoners has reached 
100,000 and the guns captured more 
than 2,000. 

That Italian patrols on the Vene- 
tian plain had crossed the Taglia- 
mento . River at Spilimbergo was 
‘made known in a War Office bulle- 
tin issued last night, which read: 


The. First Army has captured 
Monte Majo and attacked Passo 
della Borcola. In fhe Posina sector 
we have - ey ‘Monte Cimone, on 
the ‘Tonezzo plateau, and, after as- 
cending the Aasa Valley, we have 
occupied Lastebasse. 

On the Asiago plateau the Allies 
have captured a great number of 
prisoners and guns. The advance 
continues.: There have been lively 
rearguard combats west of Castel- 
nuovo, in the Saguna Valley, and at 
Ponte della Serre, in the Cismon 
Valley. 

In the Cordevole Valley our ad- 
vance guards have reached Mis. 

Our cavalry has occupied Spilim- 
bergo and Pordenone and the fight- 
ing has reached the east bank of the 
Tegliamento, across which patrols 
nave ‘heen thrown.

Paris Announces Officially the 
Final Deliverance of Little 
Kingdom in Six Weeks. 





PARIS, Nov. 3.—The Serbian Army 
has reoccupied Belgrade, the Serbian 
capital, the War Office announces in 
its statement on operations in the 
eastern theatre. The statement says: 

After the capture ‘of Belgrade, the 
Germans. and Austrians, beaten, re- 
tired to the north bank of the. Danube. 
The Second Serbian Army has reaghed 
the Bosnian frontier. Serbia has al- 
most in its entirety been freed from 

the enemy. 

The battles which decided this great 
victory began on Sept. 15. From the 
24th the line of communication on the 
Vardar was cut. Uskup was captured 
on the 29th. The dislocation of tHe 
Bulgarian forces was followed by. 
capitulation, and on the 30th hos- 


tilities came to an end. 

The fighting was continued ABE the 
defeated Austro-German troops., On 
Oct. 12 the battle at Nish was marked, 
by the rout of. four enemy divisions 
and the. rupture of the great artery of 
communication of’ the Central Em- 
pires. in the direction of.

' AMSTERDAM, Nov. 2.— Heinrich 
Zammasch, Premier of Austria, has 
‘written a communication to Secretary of 
‘State Lansing discussing the situation 
in Germany, according to Vienna ad- 
vices. Professor Joseph Redlich, mem- 
ber of the Austrian Reichsrat, and Dr. 
Meinl.joined Dr. Lammasch in sending 
the communication to Secretary Lansing. 
It was written on Oct. 18, nine days be- 
fore the Lammasch Cabinet was formed 
at Vienna. 

In opening, Dr. Lammasch recalls to 
Secretary Lansing ‘‘the four months 
which, years ago, we spent in common 
labor with the object of maintaining 
peace between two great nations.’’ He 
refers in this-to the court of arbitration 
which decided the Newfoundland fish- 
eries dispute, which was held at The 
Hague in 1910, and at which Dr. Lam- 
masch was presiding officer and Secre- 
tere Lansing was Counselor for the 
United States. 

The communication sets forth consid-

AUSTRIA’S WARS IN 300 YEARS 


Defeated ._ Except When Prince 
Eugene of Savoy Commanded. 


Just 300 years ago, on May 23, 1618, 
two men were thrown’ from a window 
of the Imperial Palace at Prague. This 
was the first act of violence in the 
Thirty Years” War.

PARIS, Nov. 3.—Among many expla- 
nations of Austria's desertion of: Ger- 
many is a military one to the effect 
that Austria had become helpless in, the 
field, owing to lack of dependable 
troops, and to the fact that she could 
get no reinforcements from Germany. 
She lacked soldiers.of her own to hold 
the lines and could not depend on the 
Slav troops nominally enrolled under 
her banners. 

‘‘ Andrassy comes too late with his 
recognition of our rights,’’ said Milenko 
Vesnitch, the Serbian Minister to 
France, to me today. ‘‘ We may, not 
know just what he means, but we can 
be sure Andrassy doesn’t mean the same 
thing that President Wilson and the 
Allies have in mind when they recog- 
nize the right of the Czecho and Jugo 
Slavs to be free. 

‘* All of us who have been oppressed 
by the Hapsburgs are about to go our 
separate ways as absolutely independent 
States. That includes even the Magyars, 
Andrassy’s own people. All he can mean 
is autonomy. 

‘It is curious that Andrassy accepted 
the post of Foreign Minister of @ phan- 
tom State unless he had an ulterior mo- 
tive, hoping to put Hungary. in the 
ascendency in the new group of States. 
He knows there is no Austria left. He 
ts not serving the interests of the Haps- 
burgs, but is working for the future of 
Hungary, hoping that with Austria elim- 
inated his own country. will replace it 
as the dominating State over the Slavs 
and the Balkans. é 

‘‘But, as I say, he is too late. He 
has always advocated a strong union of 
Hungary and Poland. Now he would 
add the new Slav States as subject 
nations. But Andrassy, despite his at- 
tempt to appear in accord with Wilson, 
is as far behind events as Tizsa, von 
Payer, and Max of Baden. Within six 
weeks Tizsa told the Slavs that they 
would perish if they strove for inde- 
pendence. Von Payer declared just be- 
fore Bulgaria’s surrender that Serbia 


must be divided between Bulgaria and 
Austria, and Max recently denounced 


‘the Slavs as brigands without territory.

WOMEN FOUGHT FOE, 
SAVED FOOD STORES

Depots at Feltre as Italian 
Troops Approached.

WITH THE ITALIAN ARMIES, 
Nov. 3.—On a great part of the front 
the battle has resolved itself into one 
of hot pursuit of enemy troops, who 
are trusting to escape capture simply 
by rearguard actions and craters made 
beforehand to interrupt the pursuers’ 
progress along the road. Notwith- 
standing these preparations, in sev- 
eral places whole companies of Aus- 
trian engineers appointed to blow up 
bridges’ have been made prisoners 
before they could carry out their task. 

The very large number of 1,700 guns 
of all sizes, from 14-inch downwards, 
which have fallen as prizes to the 
Italians, are in perfect condition. Some 
idea of the scale on which the Aus- 
trian defence was organized may be 
formed from the fact that over 600 of 
them were around Mount Spinnochio 
and a stock of 500 brand new machine 
guns of the latest type were hidden 
at Mount Cismon. At the latter spot 
a single Italian regiment surrounded 
4,000 prisoners with its brigade com- 
mander. 

Among the stirring incidents of the 
battle has been the hurling forward 
of mounted cavalry on the Grappa 
range and thence across rugged 
mountain paths at an altitude of 6,000 
feet for the purpose of breaking the 
enemy’s resistance on the formidable 
positions dominating the Stizzyon and 
Seren Valleys. 

Having accomplished that feat, 
the cavalry, accompanied by Alpine 
troops, descended upon Feltre, and 
the occupation of that town, as also 
of Belluno, was only known to the Su- 
preme Command twenty-four hours 
later through messages brought by 
carrier pigeons. 

At Feltre the liberating forces found 
that in order to prevent the Austrians’ 
attempt to burn enarmous food depots 
at the moment of flight, the inhabi- 
tants, especialy the women folk, had 
assailed the foe ferociously with weap- 
ons of all kinds which they had man- 
aged to conceal during the period of 
a ag months of great hard- 
ships, bereft of salt, oil, candles, 
matches, body linen, and even bread, 
the people of Feltre are enjoying their 
abundant booty, but so fierce is their 
hatred for their ruthless oppressors 
that the Italian carabinieri have fre-

Vorwaerts Asserts Austrian 
Emperor Stood, Hat in Hand, 
Begging for Terms. 


BERLIN QUOTING WILSON 


Semi-Official Organ Cites Speeches 
Indicating Hope of a Peace 
of Justice. 


COPENHAGEN, Oct. 31.—The German 
Socialist organ, Vorwirts, a copy of 
which has been received here, bitterly 
attacks the Austrian Emperor Mm con- 
nection with Count Andrassy’s appeal 
to Secretary of State Lansing for an 
armistice. The newspaper says that 
Napoleon understood how to surrender 
with dignity, but that Emperor Charles 
stands hat in hand and begs for fair 
weather. 


Andrassy’s note, Vorw&rts also as- 
serts, betrays no understanding of the 
fact that ‘‘a throne by President Wil- 


son’s grace cannot be a throne for a 
real ruler.’’ 

‘* What a spectacle for world history," 
Says the newspaper, ‘‘ when a dynasty 


can’ exist only after pardon by a re- 
public !’’ 


It considers that the alliance between 
Germany and Austria-Hungary had to 
go to pieces because it was an alliance 
of two ruling houses and not a People’s 
alliance. Vorwtrts concludes that it is 
a matter of no importance whether Em- 
peror Charles saves himself, in view of 
the greater questions involved, and that 
the German: Austrians will order their 
own. affairs. : 

‘* When misfortune came to us,’’ says 
the newspaper, ‘‘the Austrian Kaiser 
hurried to get. American insurance for 
his crown, but the hearts of the Aus- 
trian Germans remain with us.’’ 

The North German Gazette, the semi- 
official Government organ, publishes a 
column . of .excerpts from _ various 
speeches made by President Wilson 
from Jan. 22, 1917, to Sept. 27, 1918, and 
says: 

** Justice—that is the great ‘leit mo- 
tif’ that rings through all President 
Wilson's proclamations, not with the 
voice of the intriguer seeking to lead 
his opponent into a trap in order that 
he then can impose shameful conditions 
upon him, but with the convincing tones 
of one who beholds a new world and 
who has,the power to make it a reality 
in the face of both friend and foe. 

‘““The justice which President Wilson 
in January, 1917, as President of the 
greatest neutral power, demands as the 

sis for the new order of things at the 
conclusion of peace he also is déemand- 
ing today as chief of the stronger 
power battling against Germany to- 
day—no more and-no less. ‘ 

‘““The new German people’s Govern- 
ment was able, without hesitation, to 
declare its acceptance of the ‘ American 
peace’ dictated by justice, and also its 
willingness to accept an armistice lead- 
ing up to such a peace. Whether the 
Governments allied with the United 
States accept it with the same sincerity 
as the German Government will be dis- 
closed by the armistice conditions now 
being debated at Versailles between 
them and the President’s representa- 
tives. It cannot be expected that the 
German people, the German Army, or 
the German Government can take .con- 
ditions the acceptance of which would 
not insure, but would hinder, the ob- 
taining of a peace of justice.’’ \ 


SAY. AUSTRIAN EMPIRE - 
ENDS WITH SURRENDER 


Pact of Rome Assures Agreement 
Between Italy and Jugoslavia, 
Italians Here Believe.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—The feeling is 
emphasized in Italian diplomatic circles. 
here that the surrender of the Austrian 
armies in the field marks the end of 
the Austro-Hungarian HBmpire. 

In discussing the situation, a prom- 
inent authority on Italian questions 
held that the Hungarians for some time

Despite the 
one-sid campaign of discontent, the 
Pact of Rome remains a formidable 
document, which assures a full under- 
standing tween Italy and Jugoslavia. 

‘Bohemia is virtually a nation in the 
fullest sense; Croatia is coming to the 
fore; Bosnia and Herzegovina certainly 
will be turned over to Serbia in a short 
while. The Italians have chosen their 
time and have dealt Austria-Hungary 
the death blow.

Relinquished Hope of Freedom. 


Trieste for the Italians has been the 


symbol of “ irredentism,’’ of land un- 
redeemed, in the Istrian peninsula, and 
throughout its 500 years of domination 
by Austria the city has steadfastly re- 
fused to abandon its Itslian nativity. 
According to Admiral Thaon di Revel, 
Commander in Chief of the Italian 
Navy, possession of the strip of Adriatic 
coast’ which «the city carries with it 


Adriatic and represents to her the key 
of the great route to the Orient. 

The’ rival of Venice in the middle 
ages, Trieste came for the first time 
under the power of tnat republic in the 
second half of the fourteenth century. 
She recovered her liberty later, and af- 
fillated herself with the Church of 
Aquileia, but in 1882 fell into the 
clutches of Austria. Trieste, however, 
by. dint of her. freely expressed antag- 
onism to the Austrians, succeeded in ob- 
taining certain freedoms, and in 1719 re- 
ceived: the rights of a free city from the 
Austrian Emperor Charles VI. During 
the whole of this period the city strug- 
gled constantly to preserve its Italian 
language .and its Latin civilization. but 
in the midst of the efforts came the 
Napoleonic: wars, and finally the Con- 
gress of Vienna gave ‘Trieste back to 
Austria. in 1815, . =>, 

Despite the efforts of the Austrian 
Government to uprogt ‘everytheng Italian 
in Trieste, expressed: b ite burning of 
Italian newspapers and the suppression 
of Italian: societies,:'the city throughout 
its captivity remained flourishingly 
Italian. The latest. available census, 
that of 1910, disclosed that its popula- 
tion included “118,950 Italians and an 
additional 29,489 who had _ become 
Italian. through -.naturalization, as 
against 11,856 Germans, 56,916 Slovenes, 
ar $408. _Serbo-Croata. «. +

PERSHING SAYS 4,000 
HAVE BEEN CAPTURED 


Sixty-three Gans and Large Quan- 
tities of Material Also Taken 
Up to Saturday Night. — 


WASHINGTON, Nov. ..3.—General 
Pershing’s communiqué for Sunday says 
the American First. Army continued. its 
attack west of the Meuse and that the 
operation is progressing satisfactorily. 


Saturday night’s report tells of the First 
Army’s successful advance, overcoming 
all resistance, and of a ten-mile advance 
in two days by the Americans fighting 
south of the River Lys. The statements 
follow : REA)

‘ COW THE KAISER 


Captured Prussian Staff Of- 
ficer Denies That the: 
Army Is Beaten. 


COMPLAINS OF BAVARIA 


There, He Says, Separatists Insult 
Prussia, Even the Soldiers 
Joining Them. 


FRENCH ‘HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCH, Nov. 8, (Associated Press. )— 
Germany’s armies are unbeaten, accord- 
ing. to a German divisional staff officer 
recently taken prisoner on the French 
front, and Germany’s request for an 
armistice was the result of the influence 
which pessimists have gained in the 
Government and over the Emperor. This 
officer, an intelligent representative of 
his class, said: F 

“The Germans’ request for an armis- 
thee is proof to me that the Grand 
Headquarters has been submerged by 
the crisis in the interior of Germany. 
The influence of the General Staff over 
the Emperor has been exaggerated. 

*“* The Emperor is surrounded by people 
who feel and talk defeat of the species 
of Scheidemann, [the German Socialist 
leader.] They are continually setting 
before the Emperor the unfavorable 
situation of Germany from their point 
of view and painting in sombre colors 
the frightful responsibility he has in- 
curred, as well as the possible conse- 
quences to his person in case of defeat, 
which appears to them to be imminent. 

““'There, are days when no officer of 
the General Staff can gain access to the 
Mmperor. These are days of acute pes- 
simism, passed by the monarch almost 
entirely in prayer and Bible reading. 

“‘The German people want peace at 
omce and at_all costs. They have had 
enough of war. 

** Another cause of anxiety is the 
separatist movement which has become 
‘very serious lately. The talk through 
all South Germany now is: ‘Let us 
separate from Prussia.’ 

“‘ Bavaria is the worst. There every 
one, even the soldiers, may insult 
Prussia without provoking a word of 
defense in our behalf. The Bavarian 
press employs the same tone, and we 
are beginning to think that this is 
‘desired by the Bavarian Army, which 
will make no further effort. Their atti- 
tude is enigma. 


Ne Military Necessity for Peace Now. 


‘*‘There appears to be no military 
mecessity for the conclusion of peace 
now, in spite of the constant retirement 
ef our forces since the middle of July, 
and this is the opinion of the majority 
ef my comrades on the different. staffs. 

“*We thought generally that our re- 
treat upon the Siegfried positions would 
continue till Winter, in the meantime 
weakening the enemy by our stubborn 
resistance. We would have utilized the 
Winter to reorganizing and regrouping 
eur forces, while our diplomats would 
have entered into negotiations that 
would surely have terminated in a 
favorable peace for us. 

“The abandonment of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, the evacuation of Russian _ter- 
ritory, arid the creation of a, Polish 
kingdom are equivalent to the ruin of 
Germany, taking from us the raw -ma- 
terials of Alsace-Lorraine which are in- 
dispensable to our industries and the 
markets that we aimed to create in the 
Hast. 

*“* In consequence there will be a stop- 
page of a great part of our industries 
for several years, an impoverishment of 
the working class, interior troubles, 
' separations and a complete upheaval. 

‘‘Then our enemies will have what 
they have desired—the complete an- 
nihilation of Germany. That would be 
a@ peace due to Scheidemann. 

“We thought our present retreat 
would end upon a position chosen by 
us; that the war would finally terminate 
by the success of our arms at some part 


of the front with the aid of our new 
tanks and would bring about a con- 
ciliatory peace favorable to us.’’ 


Expected to Embroil Us With Japan. 


The divisional staff officer revealed 
that it was the opinion of the military 
caste in Germany that, but for un- 
toward events, Germany after a suc- 
cessful termination of the present war 
would put her industries in shape to 
furnish war material to both sides in 
the war which the militarists expected 
between the United States and Japan, 
and then, ‘‘ after both sides had become 
exhausted, would have joined ‘hands 
with one country to crush‘ the other.” 
The officer said: —— 

‘“‘ Japan and the United States would 
aurely clash some day, and we would 
then furnish both sides with enormous 
quantities of material and munitions. 
We would have extinguished our debt, 
armed ourselves, and, at the moment 


when the two parties were exhausted, 
would have joined one of them—probably 
Japan—and would have imposed con- 
ditions which we are unable to obtain 
at this time. 

‘The sole hope that remains to me is 
that the present German offer is nothing 
but a feint to sow discord in the camps 
of the Allies and to gain time to re- 
assemble and regroup our forces.”’

there yesterday after an advance by 
motor trucks started ahead at. the 


side of the forest, The Germans had 
departed in the night, leaving only a 
thin covering of rearguards, which 
could no more stem our advance than 
the famed broom could hold back 
ocean waves. By noon we had reached 
Boult, and the sweeping doughboys 
ate “chow ” in Germont. 
Joined with the French. 

After noon we joined with the 

French just north of Belleville, which 
meant that the German forest of 
Boult salient was gone. By 2:30 
o’clock we reached Authe, and last 
reports gave the location of . our 
troops just south of Brieulles-sur- 
Bar. , 
In the centre, leaving Buzancy far 
behind, we swept ahead between four 
and six kilometers, taking our time 
to enable the flanks to catch up. In 
the sector we had little contact with 
the enemy all day. ‘Incidentally in 
this one sector we have taken some 
4,000 prisoners. The count for the 
whole army is not complete at this 
hour. 

On the right our success was sur- 
prising because the Germans had 
orders to hold there, no matter what 
happened elsewhere. But the Ger- 
mans here, having the deep and 
swollen Meuse behind them, seemed 
to think discretion the better part of 
valor and got out, leaving only vic- 
timized weak rearguards. 

Advance on the Meuse. 

Halles, specially blessed by Nature 
as a defense stronghold, was taken 
before noon. Skirting Bois Halles 
ahd Bois Sassey, our infantry went 
up the west bank of the river and 
took. Montigny. In the vicinity of 
Brieulles some of our men crossed 
the river under fire from the east 
bank. ‘ 

The German retreat is not made 
in accordance with plans of the Ger- 
man staff nor even of the armies. 
The Germans simply are not fight- 
ing and are getting out of the way. 
Order after order of recent dates 
which has been captured commanded 
them. to hold, no matter what hap- 
pened. This afternoon we captured 
a German ner sent post haste 
from apie Kendegehreass to find out 
why the line had broken. We took 
three other runners who entered our 
lines -looking for.German posts of 

This gives an idea of the de- 
moralization of the enemy. This de- 
moralization, of course, is resulting 
in a great amount of material fall- 
ing into our hands. - 

Three Miles From, Stenay. 

Our advance along the west bank 
of the Meuse brings us three miles 
from Stenay, which is _— seriously 
threatened. 

Something seems to have hap- 
pened to most of the German artil- 
levy. Last night the Germans threw 
some high explosive and gas shells 
into our lines, but their fire was not 
even comparable to what they had 
been doing almost daily for the last 
four weeks. 

Despite the difficulties of mud our 
artillery is being got up, and guns 
big and little are shooting at the 


same time as the French on the west |

Magnitude of Our Victory. 

Nov. 2, (10 P. M.)—The rain has 
stopped and it has turned warmer, 
giving promise of a good day tomor- 
row for our, pursuit of the German 
Third and Fifth Armies. Our victory 
today far surpasses anything that the 
American Army has done before. It 
follows five weeks of grueling 
battle, which has been the bloodiest 
and dargest in which American troops 
have fought. During those five weeks 
the German command threw the best 
it had against us, which in point of 
numbers means almost one-fourth of 
the entire’German available force on 
the western front, for of the 180 
divisions of the enemy army we have 
faced more than 40. We had too 
many men for the Germans, and sim- 
ply wore them out. . 

At this time one can only guess at 
the size of our success, for Army 
Headquarters not only does not know 
tonight where the German line is, 
but does not know where our front 
line is, for the reason that the in- 
fantry has advanced so rapidly that 
good communication could not be 
kept up. 

Mud and Mines in Roads. 

Our advance was shortened today 
by difficulties of transportation, 
which have become enormous:as we 
advance on to roads where the Ger- 
mans have exploded mines. In ad- 
dition rain all day has covered the 
roads further back with mud. Thou- 
sands of engineer troops are at 
work mending the roads. Regiments 
of negro infantry have been. assigned. 
to aid them. 

Because of: the weather two 
branches of our service could not 
get in good licks. The tanks could 
not be used because of the mud, and 
rain blocked almost all aerial ac- 
tivity. No balloons were up on either 
side, and observation. planes could 
not see anything except when skim- 
ming the ground. 

During the afternoon, when the 
army desired above all things a 
better idea of the front line, daring 
Captain “Eddie” Rickenbacker, 
America’s star air fighter, volun- 
teered for the job. He swept over 
the area north of Buzancy just above 
the tops of trees. He brought back 
invaluable information. This mission 
was especially dangerous since driv- 





ing rain almost blinds aviators. No 
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boche planes were in sight during the 
day. 
Four Defense Lines Broken. 
Breaking through the Freya Stel- 
lung, which we have passed for 
almost the entire length of our 


battlefront, makes the fourth Ger- 


man defense line we have shattered 
since the start of the offensive on 
Sept. -26—the Hindenburg, Volker, 
Kriemhilde, and Freya Stellungs. 

The destruction of the German 
hold on the wooded position in the 
Forét de. Boult, north of Grand Pré, 
removes the chief obstacle which 
hitherto existed barring our advance 
and that of the Fourth French Army 
on our left. With that out of the way 
both armies have comparatively open 
country in front of them, and in 
open-country fighting the Americans 
do best. 

Every man of the American First 
Army is in tip-top spirits tonight. 
All know that the sacrifices the 
Americans have made, the death of 
their comrades in the last five weeks, 
have not been in vain. All thoughts 


of armistices and peace temporarily: 


have gone from their minds in their 
elation over the accomplishment of 
one of the hardest jobs assigned to 
any army during the whole war. 

I saw infantry this afternoon 
passing German prisoners coming 
back from the front, and our lads 
yelled at them in the same spirit 
that fans for a victorious football 
team yell at their vanquished oppo- 
nents. Frankly, the.Americans are 
proud of themselves tonight. They 
sort of feel that they are coming 
into their own after being out of 
the spotlight for some time, and they 
have the spirit to bring fresh vic- 
tories. woh tt 

Disorganization of.Enemy. - 

The prisoners’ personnel calls at- 
tention forcibly to the shattered con- 
dition of the German divisions. On 
a frent which should have been held 
by one division men would be taken 
with shoulder straps designating 
four or five divisions. Some prison- 
ers had been rushed into the battle 
yesterday. They said yesterday aft- 
ernoon that the Germans were busy 
withdrawing their guns, the horses 
being driven at a gallop. They dif-

Germans Fick on As on Americans Cross- 
ing Meuse-Near Brieulles. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
NORTHWEST OF VERDUN, Nov. 3, 
(Associated Press.)—An American patrol 
crossed the Meuse north of Brieuiles 
Saturday night and encountered no re- 
sistance. To the south enemy machine 
gunners blazed away at Brieulles and its 
vicinity, flanking the Americans. The 
patrol clung to the wanks of the river 
until the American artillery opened a 
barrage and drove back the enemy. 

The Forét de Woevre to the northwest 
is swampy, and the Germans have beén 
taking advantage of this fact in hold- 
ing out tor weeks against the French 
and Americans in the struggle for pos- 
session of this thickly wooded section. 

A battery of four six-inch howitzers, 
‘with three officers and seventeen gun- 
ners, was taken north of Landreville 
yesterday by three French tanks 
manned by Americans. 

The tanks flanked the battery by 
going around the edge of a hill in the 
face of machine guns epratoruns the 
cannon. The gunners rew up their 
hands when the tanks appeared, 
the men on the land battleships turned 
their prisoners over to infantrymen. e@ 
tank squadron was commanded by Lieu- 
tenant Lloyd CaHahan of Casselton, N.

The War Situation

One of the most vital blows which Ger- 
many has received on the western front 
was delivered during the last few days 
by the Franco-American forces between 


the Aisne and the. Meuse. In a sense, 
Marshal Foch has made the American 
forces, fresh, eager, and unwearied by 
years of fighting, the bulwark of his 
Plan for a German defeat. 

Though scattered over: many parts of 
the front, the great bulk of our forces 
have been concentrated along the front 
from the western edge of the Argonne to 
Pont & Mousson. It was obvious that 
this force, when it went into action, 
would drive northward fog the purpose 
of cutting in behind the German army. 
This was the meaning of the attack at 
St. Mihiel which eliminated the famous 
salient at that point; this is the meaning 
of the attacks which the American forces 
have steadily maintained through the 
Argonne up to the present time. 

It is not necessary, in order to seri- 
ously embarrass the German army, that 
the American forces penetrate all the 
way through Belgium and so cut.in di- 
rectly behind the German army of oc- 
cupation. This is a much desired end, 
to be sure. The main point for present 
consideration is the railroad which, 
passing through Metz, runs almost due 
west through Sedan, Meziéres, and Hir- 
son. This road is ‘more necessary to 
German support than any other single 
system in the theatre of operations. If 
it. can be cut, the entire German line 
to the west is affected. This is tne rea- 
son why the recent Franco-American at- 
tack assumes such vital importance. 

The steady pressure which the Amer- 
icans have exerted against the German 
lines north of the Argonne, coupled with 
the withdrawal of large Austrian con- 
tingents further east, finally told its 
story/ and the German line broke. The 
American forces poured through the 
breach, and in a spectacular advance 
brought their line up so that it is now 
a straight extension of the French line 
along the Aisne from Semuy east. In 
this advance no attention was given to 
the line east of the Meuse River. 
Throughout the entire operation, as a 
matter of fact, the river has been ac- 
cepted as offering sufficient protection 
to the right flank of the advance, as well 
as the left flank of the troops on the 
east side. 

At latest reports our troops are at 
the Meuse east of Beauclair, which 
brings them within less than five miles 





ef the .Metz-Valenciennes Railroad at a 


point west of Montmedy. This is, of 
course, effective artillery range. But 
more important still is the fact that the 
advance has not yet halted. In some 
way the Germans and their supplies 
must get out of this western country. 
They are dependent for any large move- 
ment of troops or material upon this 
main railroad stem. {If it can be cut 
behind them, not only will it be an ai- 
most impossible problem to feed them, 
but it will be equally difficult for them 
to stage a retreat. 

Just north of this road the heavily 
wooded, hilly Ardennes country begins. 
It is penetrated in but few places by 
adequate means cf transportation. In 
fact, in the original invasion of 1914 the 
Germans gave this country a wide berth, 
and skirted along both north and south 
of it. Their problems are therefore mul- 
tiplying by the hour. 

In the meantime it is announced that 
the armistice between Italy and <Aus- 
tria has been agreed to. The terms have 
not yet been made public, but the fight- 
ing is to comé to an end. The _italians, 
in order to remove one point of Possible 
discussion in the peace conference, have 
occupied Trieste and Trent, their main 
goals in the entire three years of their 
fighting. By the armistice, the oppo- 
nents of the Allies have been reduced to 
a single power, Germany. The prob- 
lem of the Allies has, therefore, been 
greatly simplified. 

It is possible for Germany to make 
but one move which will delay the day 
of peace. Soon she will receive the re- 
sults, of the Versailles deliberations and 
the terms on which an armistice will be 
granted will be made known. If they 
are so stringent that she refuses to ac- 
cept, she will have to be beaten into ac- 
ceptance. But to delay the inevitable 
as long as possible, she may fall back 
behind the Rhine and attempt to hold 
her southern border. Certainly the Al- 
lies will not permit themselves to be 
placed in a position where they cannot 
turn the Rhine and prevent Germany 
from seeking refuge behind this barrier. 
This being the case, we may find our- 
selves fighting or preparing to fight on 
German soil, moving northward through 
Austria. 

It will, however, be but a delay. The

It is absolutely essential that 
the utmost care and ntost ‘rigid economy 
shall prevail if the people of New York 
State are to be safeguarded against un- 
usual suffering this Winter. 

Mr. Cooke has sent word to all County 
Administrators not to allew greenhouses 
tot burn for any purpose any domestic 
size of anthracite. They are, however, 
permitted to use anthracite of other 
sizes until they can arrange to obtain 
bituminous coal.

Americans in Paris Say Presi- 
dent Has Hastened Ger- 
many’s Submission. 


HELP TO MILITARY EFFORT 


Credit Also Given for Avoiding Di- 
vision Between America 
and the Entente.

PARIS, Nov. 3.—There are consid- 
erably over two million Americans in 
France with exceptional opportunities 
of knowing something about the war. 
The sentiment among them can be 
pretty well gauged by one who has 
met large numbers of representative 
men, civilians and military, who are 
in Paris from time to time. Among 
Democrats and Republicans alike, the 
sentiment anproves 
especially 


overwhelming 
President Wilson’s policy, 
in the last few weeks. 
Nine Americans out of ten whom I 
have seen, and I have talked with 
hundreds, think that Wilson’s course 
has been complementary and in no 
way antagonistic to the military ef- 
fort. They believe that he has capi- 


talized the military effort. They do 
not regard his utterances as at any 
time indicating anything but insist- 
ence on unconditonal surrender, but 
he has interpreted this surrender in 
terms of justice and has thus enabled 
that portion of the German people 
who have been reluctantly urider the 
spell of militarism and whose minds 
are open to reason to assert them- 
selves and organize an efficient move- 
ment to bring about the result desired 
by America and the Allies. 

Americans here believe that the 
German acceptance of defeat has thus 
been ripened months in advance of 
what would have been possible by 
military measures alone. Our armies 
have advanced and the German Army 
has retreated, but there has not yet 
been anything in the nature of a dé- 
bacle. - With a still unbeaten army in 
the field, the grip of the military party 
in Berlin has been broken and a wedge 
driven into the very middle of Ger- 
many, producing internal conditions 
which make a military stand against 
the Allies difficult if not impossible. 

Americans here also*think that Wil- 
son skillfully avoided the danger of 
creating a division between America 
and the European Allies, which, of 
course, was one of the German hopes 
in view.

Your véry unique experiemce in Belgium, 
France, and Germany during the war, and 
your /great knowledge of all those underlying 
economic factors upon which world peace 
and war 390 largely depend make your opinion 
of very real value. These questions naturally 
transcend al]l matters of party politics and I 
know the objective svirit in which you viéw 
them. They are the problems at which we 
are all thinking, and you can aid us to 
think them through.

The films of patriotic propaganda 
make up the principal offerings at mo- 
tion picture houses this week, Leonce 
Perret’s ‘‘ Lafayette, We Come,” at the 
Strand, and J. Stuart Blackton’s ‘‘ Safe 
for Democracy,’’ at the Rivoli. They 
were designed to arouse and to appeal 
to the popular emotions of the time, 
and their chief merit is.in their effect- 
iveness for this purpose.

The story of ‘‘ Lafayette, We Come’”’ 
tells of one Leroy Trenchard, §layed by 
E. K. Lincoln, who loves Therese Ver- 
neuil, impersonated by Dolores Cassi- 
nelli, who seems to be the same indi- 
vidual as a mysterious Princess Sonia, 
a German spy. After the man has gone 
to France in the American Army and 
the woman has followed as a Red Cross 
nurse, the truth is revealed and the 
ending is happy. The final explanation 
would have difficulty in explaining 
everything that had happened, but the 
story throughout is so broken up by the 
introduction of scenes of obvious propa- 
ganda in no way related to the plot that 
one soon ceases to attempt to follow the 
thread of the narrative. The film, how- 
ever, is full of scenes and sentences that 
appeal to the popular imagination and 
bring forth applause. 

Commodore Blackton's production 
starts out with the idea of showing the 
regenerative effect of working or fight- 
ing upon individuals more or less adrift 
in the social sea before being caught by 
General Crowder’s order, but it departs 
from the main theme into rather en-

NEW RULES FOR DESERTERS. 


Regulations Designed to Prevent 
Conspiracies to Collect Reward. 


Special to The New York Times. 
CAMP UPTON, L. I., Nov. 3.—A re- 


vision of selective service regulations | 


has been made to simplify the procedure 
in the case of men subject to the draft 
who hav® unintentionally violated regu- 
lations ahd to prevent conspiracies to 
collect the reward of $50 for the return 
of deserters in cases where the de- 
linquents are not morally or legally in 
the status of deserters. 

This followed an investigation of cases 
in which it was alleged that deserters 
who had repented and surrendered them- 
selves voluntarily or men who had un- 
intentionally become deserters through 
negligence or ignorance, had now and 
then been turned over to local officials 
in order to enable them to collect $50 by 
taking the supposed deserters to army 
camps. It was stated that more than 
$100,000 a month had been paid by the 
Government in rewards. The revised

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man of political independence. The 
votes of men and of women indepen- 
dent enough to disregard party will 
determine the result of the Congres- 
sional elections tomorrow. 

The Republican leaders have openly 
and squarely raised the issue of oppo- 
sition to war policies of the President. 
It is our judgment that they have mis- 
taken the feeling of the country, of 
very large elements in their own 
party. Weighty questions growing out 
of the war must be considered and de- 
cided by the next Congress. The Pres- 
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THE COUNTRY’S DECISION. 

Shall we be steadfast to the end in 
eur faith that the great leader who has 
brought us through the tempest of 
war will be our wisest, safest guide in 
the readjustments that come after vic- 
tory? Or shall we set over him and 
against him a council of new men, un- 
tried men, with power to stay his de- 
terminations ani control his action? 
Shall we maintain unity in the na- 
tional leadership, or shall we divide it? 
These are the questions the American 
people ask themselves today, ques- 
tions they will answer tomorrow. 

President WI.Lson asks for a Con- 
-gressional majority in sympathy with 
his purposes. His political opponents 
issue repeated adjurations to the elec- 
torate to return « majority opposed to 
his purposes. Should the Republicans 
secure control in the next Congress 
the consequences of division in leader- 
ship will be apparent at once. At any 


_ time during the remaining months of 


the life of this Congress the Presi- 
dent’s authority will be open to chal- 
lenge. Opposition will confront him at 
every turn with the reminder that the 
country has registered its disapproval 
of his policies, that his decisions can 
have no sure permanence. They will 
be subject to reversal by the new Con- 
gress, which almost certainly must be 
called in extra session not long after 
March 4. 

The uncertainty with which such a 
diminishment ‘of the executive author- 
ity would becloud our domestic affairs 
we might put up with, we have done 
that before; it would be a matter of 
vastly graver moment if the voice of 
the United States at the peace confer- 
ence should thereby lose the weight 
and influence appropriate to the'great 
part we have borne in declaring and 
enforcing the aims of war. Our pride, 
our national interest, our solicitude for 
a just peace, are all engaged in safe- 
guarding and preserving to the end for 
Mr. Wiuson that place among the 
foremost spokesmen of civilization 
which his insight, his wisdom, and his 
power of statement have won for him. 
It would be a national humiliation if 
political division at home should de- 
prive the country of that high position 
at the conference table which is right- 
fully ours by reason of the great con- 
tribution we have made to the success 
of the allied arms. 

The Republican argument has been 
based, in the main, upon two grounds. 
The leaders of that party have 
represented that the people are 
gravely concerned lest the policies 
of President Witson may lead to 
the ending of the war in some 
other way than what they call ‘* un- 

. conditional surrender.’’ Inasmuch as 
three enemy Powers have surrendered, 
and the fourth and the greatest of 
them all is on the way to surrender; 
inasmuch as the stern conditions al- 


-~~+sready imposed upon the enemies who 


have withdrawn from the conflict 
abundantly warrant the conclusion 
that the terms demanded of Germany 
will be those of complete submission, 
putting it out of her power either to 
resume hostilities now or to begin an- 
other war at some later time, the fate 


+ of that argument may be intrusted to 


the common sense of the American 
people. 

The second contention of the Repub- 
licans is that Mr. WiLson aims to 
possess and exercise the powers of a 
dictator. That reproach has been 
brought against more than one Pres- 
ident, and the record shows that the 
people were never much impressed 
by it. 

The Republican case has. been 
gummed up in a statement and appeal 
signed by 'THEODORE ROOSEVELT and 
WILLIAM H. Tart. They dwell with 
what force and solemnity they can 
command upon the two points we have 
mentioned. To a Republican resolved 
to vote for the candidates of his party 
anyway, this joint appeal might carry 
‘a perfunctory and superfluous convic- 
tion. We do not see how it could move 








the mind or influence the vote of any 














called upon to present for the consid- 
eration of the National Legislature. 





THE BROOKLYN CALAMITY. 

The loss of a hundred lives and the 
mangling of hundreds of passengers 
on the Brooklyn Elevated Railroad, a 
section of the dual subway, call for 
fixing of blame and admit of no ex- 
tenuation. There is blame enough to 
go around. . The hand of the inexperi- 
enced motorman who sent the train at 
excessive speed around a curve on a 
route unfamiliar to him, was the im- 
mediate cause of the disaster. But 
how came he there? He was put there 
by hi8 superiors. He took the duty 
put upon him in a wearied condition, 
and probably reluctantly. He was 
there because of a strike on a public 
utility, contrary to the agreement of 
Government and labor representatives 
that there should be no strikes in war- 
time. Such strikes may be explained 
but cannot be excused, whatever the 
cause. The strike was wrong, as the 
company also was wrong in not rein- 
stating twenty-nine discharged motor- 
men, according to the award of the 
National War Labor Board. Two 
wrongs are far from making a right: 
Both company and strikers should 
have complied with the agreement, 
which was made for both. The com- 
pany now in bitter repentance does 
what it should have done, but it can- 
not make amends for what the dis- 
aster will prevent its justifying, what- 
ever the facts. Presumably the union 
also regrets the strike, which it cannot 
justify any more than the company 
can justify itself. Now both must 
face public resantment of such bitter- 
ness that neither will be heard as they 
might have been but for the disaster. 
There will be no patience with ex- 
planations of the principles underly- 
ing the dispute, which will be repeated 
in the future as in the past unless 
both parties are taught moderation 
and self-control, however difficult. 
Public attention will not wander from 
the facts of this case into the merits 
of the award. It left the trouble to be 
settled by an  ‘‘ accommodation ’’ 
which was not reached in time. More 
will be heard of this fundamental issue 
at another time, but it will not be 
listened to now when the facts are in 
dispute. They will be brought out in- 
disputably in the trial of the man 
whose hand sent the train around the 
fatal curve. That will settle the re- 
sponsibility as no other method can. 
The fixing of the _ responsibility 
** higher up,’’ beyond that of the mo- 
torman, must come, and must be 
placed without fear or favor. Mean- 
‘while public alarm may be moderated 
by the thought that the transit sys- 
tems of the city are safer now than 
before this horror, and they have been 
marvelously safe over many years. 
Discipline will be stricter, unions will 
be wary of increasing resentment 
against themselves, companies will be 
considerate of their workers as never

THREE AMENDMENTS.

Amendment Number One forbids the 
State to contract a debt for a period 
longer than ‘that of ‘‘ the probable 
life ’’ of the work or object for which 
the debt is contracted, or for more 
than fifty years. And ‘‘ a debt here- 
‘* after contracted by the State, pur- 
‘** suant to an authorization hereafter 
** made, and each portion of any such 
** debt from time to time so con- 
** tracted, may, if provided by the law 
authorizing such debt, be paid in 
equal annual installments, the first 
of which shall be made payable not 
more than one year, and the last of 
which .shall be payable not more 
than fifty years, after such debt or 
portion thereof shall have been con- 
‘* tracted.’’ Serial bonds, payment by 
the State in installments, as so many 
millions of us have learned to buy

bonds. A sound, an important Amend- 
ment. Vote yes. ;

THE END OF AUTOCRACY. 

‘* The rule of the many is not a good 
“thing. Let us have but one ruler, 
‘one King, him to whom Zeus has 
‘* given the sceptre and the author- 
sie. ake So Homer stated mildly 
enough the theory of absolutism, of 
divine right, which has lingered, a 
monstrous anomaly, to our own days, 
and to which Focu’s armies have 
given the finishing stroke. In the 
dim foretime of the world this theory 
arose. Kings were born of the gods, 
were gods, were identified with the 
sun, as in Egypt. The old monarchies 
of the immemorial East, the deified or 
deity-Emperors of the Roman and the 
Byzantine Empire, China, Japan, till 
modern times, were ruled in accord- 
ance with this primitive conception of 
god-kingship. In defense of the na- 
tion against the feudal lords, central- 
ization, absolutism, divine right grew 
up among the descendants of the bar- 
barian invaders of the Roman Empire. 
Louis XIV., the Sun-King, was a 
famous specimen of the absolutist, 
autocratic, State - embodying divine 
King. The French Revolution was 


the practice of uncontrolled power in 
the ruler of a State, The English 
Revolution was the answer to JAMES 
II.’s insistence on arbitrary sway and 
the divine right of the ‘‘ sacred ’’ 
King. 

The Romanoffs stuek to this anti- 
quated form. NicHoxas II. expiated 
his own errors and those of his pred- 
ecessors. The peoples of Russia are 
blindly striving to recover from the 
darkness, the ignorance, the helpless- 
ness, social and political, in which 
autocracy left them. Kart of Austria- 
Hungary is gone. Austria-Hungary is 
gone. WILHELM II., reviving fatuous- 
ly pretensions and a theory of gov- 
ernment which only the most docile 
and drilled of peoples would ever have 
submitted to, is condemned. The 
Hohenzollern must follow the Haps- 
burg and the Romanoff. 

In a time of steam and electricity 
and popular education, when quick 
communications, the transmission of 
ideas, the intercourse of nations are 
making the world one, instead of a 
series of isolated and thought-impen- 
etrable compartments; when the 
rights of the many, of the majority, 
crush the pretended sole authority of 
the autocrat, the Russian, Austro- 
Hungarian, German absolutisms were 
doomed. The many have conquered 
the one. ‘‘ No tenth begetter of a 
foolish face ’’—of the beloved Prus- 
sian Crown Prince, for example—can 
keep his hold on power. Democracy 
has smashed autocracy. 

With a great price, with suffering 
and disaster immeasurable, has the 
world béen redeemed from autocracy, 
with all its injustices, iniquities, and 
intolerable ambitions. Henceforth the 
people rule. Theirs are the power and 
the unshirkable responsibility. And 
democracy is the rule of the people, 
not of one class, ‘‘ the proletariat.’’ 








WAR ENDS IN AUSTRIA; DOES 
ANARCHY BEGIN? 

Austria-Hungary left the war yes- 
terday, following Turkey and Bulga- 
ria, and Germany stands alone. Judg- 
ing by the terms given to Bulgaria 
and the assurances about those given 
to Turkey, there is no reason to doubt 
that the terms to Austria are suffi- 
ciently broad and strong to furnish the 
Allies with every safeguard. Nomi- 
nally negotiated between the Austrian 
and Italian Generals, they were actu- 
ally written at Versailles, with the 
whole European battleground in view. 
Yesterday marked the end, in humilia- 
tion and destruction, of the adventure 
on which Austria-Hungary set forth 
so gayly on July 28, 1914. On that 
date Kaiser FrRaNz Joser, though he 
did not know it, embarked on a jour- 
ney to the end of his line, the Haps- 
burg line. 

Everywhere the Kings are falling. 
Never was there such a massacre of 
monarchies. It is true that pitiful 
Kaiser Kar is still on a throne, but 
what kind of throne it is, and how 
‘long he can keep his clutch on it, no 
man can tell. The empire that he re- 
ceived from FRANZ JoseF is broken up 
and dissolved. It is certainly not the 
throne of Austria-Hungary to which 
KaRL is clinging. Is it even the throne 
of Austria? He was Emperor-King. 
Not only is his empire disintegrated, 
but his Kingship is gone, for the coun- 
tries over which he held the kingly 
title are no longer his. 

In this state of affairs it is easy to 
predict anarchy or Bolshevism, if 
there is any difference between the 
two things. But it does not follow. 
Russia was plunged into anarchy be- 
cause the majority of Russians are not 
merely ignorant but actually illiterate; 
that is, unable to read and write. dus- 





the French answer to the notion and |. 


tria and Hungary are neither illiterate 
nor ignorant. The Russians, too, were 
an inert people, without much initia- 
tive, and ready to obey anybody who 
took the reins. These are not charac- 
teristics of Austrians'or Hungarians. 
In Russia the educated and brave were 
too few to oppose anarchy. In Aus- 
tria and Hungary there is no such 
condition. We do not speak of the 
Bohemians, for the reason that the 
Czechoslovak movement will take care 
of them, or of the South Slavs, because 
their destiny is equally clear. If an- 
archy should come about in Austria, 
Hungary, or Bohemia, it will not last 
long, nor descend to such frightful 
lengths as in Russia, for they are mod- 
ern countries. 

The Bolsheviki will doubtless do 
their worst to bring about anarchy in 
the countries eéemerging from the 
wreck of the Hapsburg Empire. But 
there is as yet no sign of it. Soviets 
are constituted, but a Soviet is not 
necessarily Bolshevist; even the Rus- 
sian Soviets were not always con- 
trolled by the Bolsheviki. In Austria 
it is notable that the Soviets are 
styled ‘‘ Councils of Soldiers, Work- 
men, and Citizens.’’ The use of the 
word ‘‘ citizens ’’ seems to imply that 
members of the bourgeoisie are wel- 
comed instead of proscribed. 

Predictions and analogies from the 
Russian revolution are dangerous. 
Have we so soon forgotten how the 
whole world went wrong about that 
revolution? The world believed that 
democracy was come and tyranny was 
abolished; instead of which democracy 
was almost instantly destroyed and 
the most horrible of tyrannies estab- 
lished. The world was mistaken be- 
cause it had forgotten to take into ac- 
count the character of the population. 
Let it not make the same mistake with 
regard to Austria and Hungary, and 
conclude that a Bolshevist tyranny is 
certain to arise there. Let us this 
time take into account the character 
of the population.

Wildness Tuesday vote ‘ Yes"’ 
Means on the Constitutional 
a Waste. amendment to permit 


the opening of a road 
through the Adirondack State Forest 
Preserve—and everybody should vote on 
it that way—will give the matter, if 
wise, some further consideration. For 
really the change to be effected in the 
Constitution by this amendment is only 
a step, and a very short step, in the 
right direction. Whether or not it is 
yet safe to go the whole distance is a 
question which still may justify some- 
thing of uneasy doubt, but beyond any 
doubt only one excuse exists for keeping 
in the Constitution the command that 
the Preserve ‘‘ shall be forever kept as 
wild forest land.’’ 

It is the only excuse that ever did ‘ex- 
ist—the excuse that if this be not done 
the lumbermen, somehow or other, will 
get legislative permission to exploit 
these precious woods after the fashion 
that turns a forest into a barren waste, 
equally worthless and ugly. At least 
possibly, however, the time has come 
when we can trust our lawmakers more 
than they were trusted when this pro- 
vision was incorporated in the Constitu- 
tion, and that at last we can begin to 
turn the Preserve from ‘‘ wild forest 
land "’ into what it could be made by 
the application to it of the available 
knowledge that would render it both 
more beautiful and more profitable than 
‘‘ wild forest land ’’ ever can be. 

Some of our legislators, and even some 
of our lumbermen, have attained more 
or less knowledge of the possibilities 
that lie in scientific forestry—are aware 
of the fact that the forest best from 
every point of view is not one that is 
‘‘ wild,’ git one that has been thorough- 
ly domesticated and had its capacities 
developed in the way that “ nature”’ 
never does. Scientific forestry is not 
‘‘in the experimental stage,’’ even in 
this country, and abroad, for at least 
half a century, they have been demon- 
strating continuously that, however it 
may be as to cake, one can eat his forest 
and have it, too. 

If we can trust our legislators, or, 
rather, if we can trust ourselves to elect 
legislators who can be trusted, there is 
no sense whatever in retaining longer, 
as a part of the State Constitution, a 
provision that is or ought to be humiliat- 
ing to every one of the State’s adult in- 
habitants. 


A notable and  sig- 
nificant sentence ter- 
minates the instruc- 
tions that have been 
given to the retreat- 
ing German armies in France and Bel- 
gium with regard to deporting the 
civilian population. All the male in- 
habitants of still occupied regions who 
are between the ages of 14 and 60—all, 
that is, who can either fight or work for 
anybody—are to be seized and carried 
away, so that they may be prevenied 
from fighting with their friends and may 
be compelled to work for the Germans, 
and, in effecting this enslavement, the 
captured order reads: ‘’ The purpose in 
view cannot be accomplished‘except by 
proceeding without the slightest con- 
sideration.”’ 

For what there was not to be the 
slightest consideration was left unstated, 
but those who received the order did not 
have to be told. They knew by long ex- 
perience in the accomplishment of pur- 
poses in view for their superiors just 
what the order meant, and, judging 
from the past, there is no danger chat 
they will ‘‘ cOnsider’’ any such ob- 
stacles to accomplishment as humanity, 
honesty, or decency. 

The only cause for wonder is not that 
this theory of attaining ends should still 
be in use by the German high command, 
but that they should set it down in plain 
words at a time when it would be so 
obviously to their advantage to give the 
rest of the world a chance to suspect 
trem of a change of heart and to credit 
them with a wish to reform their con- 
duct. But it 1s evident that the authors 
of this order, however it may be with 
ocher Germans, are toc old to learn new 
devices or to experiment with new 
methods. 

Supermen naturally couldn't, their su- 
periority to other people not lying in the 
directicn of confessing past mistakes or 
admitting the need to reverse old pol- 
icies. Military necessity is still their 
all-sufficient warrant for doing anything 
in which there is, or they think there 


is, immediate profit, and the. prospect is 
that the last acts committed during their 
retreat will be of the same quality as

NO FAITH IN GERMANY. 


Former Deputy ‘Says Constitution 
Must Be Changed. 


Recent German governmental ‘“ re- 
forms "’ are belittled as ‘‘ mere bluff” 
by Daniel Blumenthal, a member of the 
French High Commission and a former 
Deputy in the Reichstag from Alsace- 
Lorraine, in a statement given out last 
night through Deputy State Attorney 
General Alfred L. Becker. Mr. Blumen- 
thal pointed out that it is not even cer- 
tain that the recently heralded reforms 
actually have taken place, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that for’ a law to be- 
come effective it must have the affirma- 
tive vote of both the Bundesrat and the 
Reichstag, and be published in the 
Reichsesetz-Biatt. 

German assertions that the Kaiser has 
been deprived of his war-making power 
are attacked on the ground that there 
is no information as to whom this power 
has been delegated, nor is there infor- 
mation that the Kaiser has been de- 
prived of the right to be the exclusive 
representative of the Empire in its in- 
ternational relations. 

Attention is called to the facts that 
according to constitutional provisions, 
as to which there has not been yet 
any claim-of modificatién, the Chancel- 
lor, ‘‘ the only veritable Minister of the 
Empire,"’ is chosen by the Kaiser, and 
that Prince Max was so chosen, so that 
if ‘‘ by connivance with his imperial 
master he no longer dares call himself 
the Imperial Chancellor, that only 
proves that Germans are willing to act 
humbly when. they expect to deceive 
someone thereby.’’ 

“It seems to me, however,’’ the state- 
ment continues, ‘‘ that considering to- 
gether the constitutions of the various 
States of the Empire, one will be easily 
persuaded that without a revolution it 
will be difficult for Germany to escape 
from the burden of autocracy and in- 
augurate an era of democracy. The 
twenty-five States which form the Ger- 
man confederation are monarchies, with 
the exception of the three Hanseatic 
cities. Liibeck, Bremen, and Hamburg, 
where a plutocratic oligarchy rules. 
Each of these States, except Mecklen- 
burg, has a constitution, but none of 
these constitutions has a democratic 
base. Everywhere the popular assem- 
blies, chosen by universal or partial suf- 
frage, are paralyzed by upper chambers 
whose members are named mostly by 
the sovereigns, and by monarchical priv- 
ileges. 

‘* None of these States has a Govern- 
ment responsible to the people or to its 
representatives. In order to demacratize 
Germany, then, it would be necessary 
to begin first of all by changing the 
constitutions ami granting constitutions 
to those which have none.”’ 2 


JOHN SPARGO RETURNS. 


Praises Italy’s War Effort and Tells 
of Italian Socialists Coming Here. 


John Spargo, President of the Social 
Democratie League, who returned yes- 
terday from the special mission to Eng- 
land, France, and Italy on which he 
started last June with five other mem- 
bers of his organization, including 
Charles Edward Russell, said that con- 
ditions in Italy were much better now 
than they were before the Americans 


went there. Coal was being sent in by 
land, and now that the menace of the 
submarines in the Mediterranean has 
been removed by the armistice signed 
with Austria, there will be no difficulty 
in sending it by sea. There is more food 
and less sickness in the country. 

‘“*I do think that America has not 
given credit to Italy,’’ Mr. Spargo con- 
tinued, ‘‘for what she has accom- 
plished in the war, and the democratic 
conditions that are existing throughout 
that country. The Italians have done 
well in this war, and when I left there 
two weeks ago the army was preparing 
for a big offensive to pulverize the Aus- 
trians. 

‘‘ Early this week an Italian mission 
consisting of ‘five Socialists and five 
labor representatives, headed by Alceste 
de Amoris of. Parma, one of the most 
brilliant orators in Italy, -will arrive in 
the United States to discuss conditions 
in their own country with Socialists and 
labor men here. They are practically 
all Socialists, and their object is to drive 
- the thin end of the wedge in Amer- 
en.”°

being probably as good as that of the Eng- 
lish!’ This is a most extraordinary and 
unfair statement to make, especially after 
the brilliant victory of the Italians on the 
Piave last Summer.

Ex-Justice Hughes Points Out the 
Need of Safeguarding Our Forces 
Long After the War. 





More than 15,000 persons representing 
the three great religious groups attended 
the United War Work Campaign mass 
meeting held yesterday in Madison 
Square Garden and heard Secretary of 
War Baker and speakers for Protest- 
ants, Catholics, and Jews call upon an 
America united religiously to support 
the seven war relief organizations in 
their campaign for $170,500,000, which 
opens next Monday for a wéek. All of 
the speakers drove home the fact that 
peace would not abruptly end the neces- 
sity for war work, and that for at least 
a year after the war's close there would 
still be pressing need for safeguarding 
men in service. 

When Secretary Baker was introduced 
to the audience he recéived an enthu- 
siastic welcome and, later, when he said. 
‘‘I do not know when this war against 
the German Empire will come to an end, 
but I know this, that the war for the 
salvation of young American manhood 
has only just begun, and that it is going 
to keep up,’’ the audience broke out in 
loud applause. 

The Garden’s four tiers and the huge 
floor were crowded, and thousands were 
barred outside when John D. Rocke- 
feller, Jr., representing the Y. M. C. A., 
took the platform for his speech intro- 
ducing the Chairman, Charles Evans 
Hughes. Outlining the campaign as the 
‘‘ greatest voluntary, altruistic effort 
which any people ever was called upon 
to make,’’ Mr. Rockefeller told of the 
work of the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. C. 
A., the Knights of Columbus, the Jewish 
Board for Welfare Work, the American 
Library Association, the War Camp 
Community Service, and the Salvation 
Army, and, continuing, said: 

‘“* At the request of the President, these 
seven organizations are co-operating 
closely and sympathetically in the pro- 
motion of their common aim and pur- 
pose. Some people are wondering, in 
the event of an early peace, whether 
the great sum of er which this cam- 
ago has been organized to raise will 

e needed. Let me tell you very em- 
phatically that if peace were declared 
tomorrow this vast sum would be needed 
even more than though the war were to 
continue another year. : 

‘We know well that many months 
must elapse after hostilities have ended 
before the tyoops can be brought back 
home again, and many months more 
must elapse before demobilization can 
have been completed. During these 
months of inactivity and of waiting the 
men in uniform will need, as they have 
never needed before, the sympathetic co- 
operation and friendly ministration that 
these seven organizations are equipped 
to give them.”’ 

Mr. Rockefeller then commented on the 
fact that all of the chief creeds were 
represented upon the platform and in 
the audience, and said that the fusing 
of the various faiths reflected the unity 
of the nation. He then introduced Mr. 
Hughes, whose first act was to signal 
to the band of the U. S. S. Recruit to 
strike up ‘‘ America,’’ the audience ris- 
ing and singing. At the end of the an- 
them, Bishop David H. Greer pronounced 
the invocation, this being followed by 
the recitation in unison of the Twenty- 
fourth Psalm, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
leading. Prayer was offered by the 
Rev. Hugh Black, D. D., and then Mr. 
Hughes, who, in addition to his duties 
as Chairman, was the spokesman for 


‘the Protestant organizations at the uni- 


fied meeting, arose. 
Audience Honors Cardinal Gibbons. 


Just as he was about to speak, how- 
ever, James Cardinal Gibbons, accom- 
panied by Auxiliary Bishop Hayes and 
other prelates of the Roman Catholic 
Church, entered the Garden. The crowd 
caught the scarlet of the dignitaries’ 
robes, and as the senior American Car- 
dinal climbed the steep platform steps 
in rather nimble fashion, notwithstand- 
ing his 86 years, the audience stood. 


Rabbi Wise warmly shook hands with 
the Cardinal and escorted him to a 
front row seat. Mr. Hughes then began 
his speech. 

Mr. Hughes told how vital it was that 
the recreational needs of the soldiers 
and sailors be supplied in the post-war 
period of idleness, and then concluded: 

‘The United War Work campaign 
must go on. We are on the eve of vic- 
tory. Germany must yield. But whether 
victory is near or far, every day for 
months to come we must be present with 
our brave boys, nourishing, fostering, 
sustaining, and inspiring, and they will 
return to us, the makers of the New 
America, stronger, keener, nobler by 
reason of the present terrific struggle. 
To their hands, with this promise of 
unity in man’s highest endeavor, we 
shall commit the country we love, know- 
ing that democracy is not of. the flesh 
but the spirit; that its forms in them- 
selves are vain, and that its meaning 
and justification must be found in serv- 
ice to mankind.”’ : 

Louis Marshall of the Jewish Welfare 
Board, speaking for the Jewish inter- 
ests in the coming campaign, said in 
part: 2 

‘“‘One of the first fruits of the great 
struggle for world freedom, in which we 
are all engaged as a single unit, is the 
fact that our sons are fighting side by 
side and not recognizing any distinction 
of person, faith, or pedigree. As com- 
panions in arms they recognize but one 
test—that of loyalty to the flag. Im- 
pressed by this lesson, heralded from 
the battlefields, Protestant, Catholic, 
and Jew have joined hands and are at 
this moment actively engaged for the ac- 
complishment of the common purpose of 
providing for the spiritual and social 
needs of our boys, the defenders of the 
nation and the protagonists for liberty.’’ 

As Mr. Marshall finished, the navy 
band moved out to the centre of the 
Garden and from a platform Caruso 
sang ‘‘ The Star-Spangled Banner ’’ and 
followed this by ‘‘ Over There,”’ the Billy 
Sunday New York Choir swelling the 
chorus of the war song. Then Caruso, 
forced to break the no-encore rule, re- 
peated ‘‘ Over There,’’ but this time in 
Italian. 

‘“* Well may it be said that this meet- 
ing represents a new advance in the 
relations of civilized men to each other,’’ 
declared W. Bourke Cockran, repre- 
sentative of the Catholics, ‘‘ for we have 
gone far beyond the line of mere re- 
ligious tolerance. This afternoon we 
find proclaimed the glorious truth that 
union for patriotic purposes, far from 
being prevented or impeded by differ- 
ences of faith, is actually promoted by 
the freest exercise of various religious 
beliefs. There is no religious difference 
in the trenches and between the Catholic 
soldier and every other soldier, no mat- 
ter what his creed, there can be but one 
rivalry and that is as to which will first 
be ‘ over the top’ and which will show 
the gredtest prowess when the enemy is 
reached behind his trench.’’ 


Secretary Baker’s Speech. 


The last speaker was Secretary of 
War Baker. When he was presented to 
tell of what he had seen of the workings 
of the relief organizations on his recent 
visit’ to the front, the audience rose 
and gave hima remarkable greeting. 
Referring to the seven organizations as 
‘*the unified moral forces of America,’’ 
and saying that he hoped to be able 
to impress on his auditors the need 
of further supporting the work, Mr. 
Baker said: 

‘‘When America went into this war 
and the problem came of assembling a 
great army, I imagine there were many 
misgivings on the part of ,people who 
had read in books some of the accom- 
panying things which had sometimes 
tollowed in the wake. Those who had 





read, for instance, Tolstoy’s ‘ Peace and 
War,’ drew a picture of conditions

among armies which might well have 
caused the stoutest heart to quake with 
apprehension, not for the perils of 
battle, but rather for the perils of 
preparation for battle. . 

‘‘ Instantly there arose in the United 
States, however, a detérmination reach- 
ing from one end of the country to the 
other, that when our boys came back 
from France they should bring with 
them no scars except those won in 
honorable warfare. Fathers and moth- 
ers, in communities, formed organi- 
zations, churches expanded their social 
activities and opened their doors to 
the young men inducted into the army; 
societies of all sorts were formed an 
ultimately coalesced with certain exist- 
ing agencies as being perhaps the best 
equipped to carry on: this work, and 
the seven societies which have been 
enumerated by Judge Hughes this after- 
noon are the final outcome. They rep- 
resent the concentrated moral purpose 
of America for the making of a highly 
wholesome and efficient army, and for 
the preservation of the young manhood 
of this nation. 

“It would be quite impossible, even 
were the time at - isposal much 
longer than it is, to give you any ade- 
quate idea of the American Army in 
France. They are wonderful boys. I 
have seen them in every possible situ- 
ation, living in great camps, bDilleted 
among the residences of the French peo- 
ple in villages, sleeping in the haymows 
and out of the'way places of ruins and 
desolated cities and towsn. 

‘*T have seen them swinging along the 
country roads, singing and smiling as 
they drew near to the sound of cannon. 
I have seen them cutting wood for 
widowed French women that they might 
keep their houses warm, helping children 
and aged people to gather crops which 
otherwise would have gone to waste. I 
saw them on one particular morning, 
when the guns had concentrated around 
the St. Mihiel Longe until more than 
2,500 cannon were simultaneously lifting 
up their terrible voices over a front of 
thirty-five miles. I saw them romping 
over the top and at the enemy until they 
had executed perhaps one of the most 
brilliant achievements of this present 
war. 

“‘Something has been said—much has 
been said this afternoon about. the 
abatement of doctrinal differences and 
the momentary forgetfulness of the dis- 
tinctions of creed. It ought to be very 
easy for us to do that for them. They 
do not remember any such distinctions 
or differences. I stood in a church in 
France, an ancient Catholic church 
already partially demolished by shells 
of the enemy, then within the sound and 
within the reach of the enemy’s guns. 
I was taken into the meeting then going 
on, led, as I now recall it, by a couple 
of Jewish boys, and I found in this 
Catholic church the Catholic pastor 
officiating, and when he had gone a 
certain way he gave over his place to 
the Protestant chaplain, who finished the 
service in order that all might receive 
comfort, according to their own desires. 


Wounded Soldiers Cheerful. 

“‘T have been in hospitals where Jew 
and Gentile, Protestant and Catholic, 
lie side by side, suffer together, hope 
bravely together, waited upon by nurses 
and doctors and ministers of religions, 
sometimes by accident of their own 
faith, and often not, but I have heard 
there no shadow of suggestion of any 


division among. them. They are a 
cheerful lot. I saw one boy in a 
hospital, who had lost both legs and 


both arms—I said to him, My lad, 
you surely had hard luck at the front,’ 
and he gave me a smile which has be- 
come a permanent possession with me, 
as he said, ‘ Well, I am/glad I have 
my health and strength left.’ 

‘“‘T have seen those boys in France, 
and my mind has returned to America 
with nk of inexpressible emotion 
and gratitudt that we sent them as we 
did send them, and that we surrounded 
them with the agencies with which they 
were surrounded; that our consciences 
were awake and quick in the hour of 
their peril, and that we have sent them 
to a country where they fight like 
heroes and live like gentlemen: 

*“‘T rather imagine from some of ‘the 
things which have been said here, that 
there is an apprehension on the part of 
the committee lest people may fear that 
the war will come to an early end, and 
therefore withhold their subscriptions to 
this fund. I do not know when this 
war against the German Empire will 
come to an end, but I know is: tha 
the war. for the salvation of young 
American manhood has only just begun, 
and it is going to keep on. 

“Tt is true that if the war should 
come to an early end it will take a long 
time to get these boys home, and they 
will have to be put in camps in: the 
United States and gradually filtered 
back into the industry and life of Amer- 
ica, and it will be a long, drawn-out 
process, and the attacks of homesick- 
ness and the desire to get back-.into the 
careers of civilian pursuits will be more 
difficult for them to manage than: when 
they are drawn by the single lodestar 
which challenges them to heroic action. 
There will be need for us to redouble 
cour efforts and to put both arms around 
these boys, if only one has heretofore 
encircled them. 

‘“‘Therefore I express these senti- 
ments today, one of congratulation to 
the American people upon the superb 
army it has abroad, an army which is 
winning victories over its enemies be- 
cause it first won victories over -itself. 
And the second thought I desire to ex- 
press is one of appreciation to the 
American people for their intelligent co- 
operation, their superb support of those 
who have been charged with the dut 
of molding this army and getting it 
abroad, the splendid way in which the 
whole country has come together as one, 
forgetting every source of separatist 
difference of opinion in order that the 
common things might prevail. 

‘The third sentiment is to say with 
as much solemnity as I can say it, that 
even greater difficulties face us in these 
matters about which we are now con- 
cerned, than have faced us in the past. 
It would be a tragical thing if all of this 
youth and virtue, all of this concentra- 
tion upon high things, be not brought 
back to us as a a and trained ca- 
pacity for citizenship. The nation's 
greatest asset, the pearl of great price 
to us, the thing that will make our civ- 
{lization solid and substantial, make it 
admired of all, men for all time, and to 
us the greatest comfort that institutions 
can give to men, that thing is this 
great-spirited army that we now have 
abroad.” 

‘“We must press this campaign for- 
ward; we must secure these funds, we 
must continue the services of the de- 
voted men and devoted women who are 
there .now sharing the dangers of the 
front, and the privations of the soldier's 
life. We must maintain and. increase 
their activity with our soldier boys, and 
when those boys do come. home, think 
what an inspiration it will be to them 
to realize that when they went into bat- 
tle, forgetting and abating all minor dif- 
ferences in the interest of their patriotic 
lcevalty and desire to do their duty, that 
we were not found wanting on our side, 
that we abated our differences, and 
made a united effort to sustain the 
thing here for which they were giving: 
their lives there.’’ 

The meeting was closed with benédic- 
tion pronounced by Cardinal Gibbons.

WOULD PREPARE FOR PEACE 


E. H. Outerbridge Urges Creation 
of a National Commission. 


‘The United States is as unprepared 
for peace as it was for war,’’ asserted 
Eugenius H. Outerbridge, Chairman of 
the Foreign Trade and Shipping Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the State of New York, yesterday, in 
urging the immediate creation of a Na- 
tional Commission to take up the 
various after-the-war problems that are 
now confronting the country. 

The development of the natural re- 
sources of the nation, mainly water- 
power, the improvement of the inland 
waterways to bring about economies in 
transportation, the reduction of the port 
and terminal charges to the lowest pos- 
sible point so as not to unduly over- 
burden American commerce, and the 
framing of policies which would enable 
this country to operate its mercantile 
fleet in competition with the world, 


were among the first measures to be de- 
termined by the suggested National 
Commission, Mr. Outerbridge said. 

‘* Since the civil war our national poli- 
cies and internal conditions have oper- 
ated to prevent our possessing and oper- 
ating a merchant marine in overseas 
trade,” Mr. Outerbridge said. ‘‘ Now 
that we are constructing an enormous 
mercantile fleet, we must be framing na- 
tional policies which will enable ug to 
operate it in competition with the world 
or else we shall have to dispose of it. 
These national policies must embrace. 
first, writing off as a war expense all 
that these ships cost to build above 
normal cost so that commerce will not 
have to bear an undue burden; second, 
we must permit our ships to be manned, 
whether by citizens or otherwise, with 
men willing to work in competition with 
the men of the mercantile fleets of the 
other great maritime nations of the 
world, and, third, we must reduce the 
burden of port and terminal charges to 
fhe lowest possible point, if necessary 
distributing these charges over the 
merchandise carried rather than impose .

ASQUITH FORWORLDLEAGUE 


And Insists That No Autocratic 
Government Participate in It. 


CUPAR, Scotland, Nov. 2.—Unless the 
Allies are content to have made all their 
sacrifices in vain, they must conclude 
@ peace ‘“‘ better than any of the con- 
ventional peaces of history’’ and se- 
cured by a league of nations able to 
check any: attempt at aggressiveness 
from whatever quarter it may arise, 
declared former Premier Asquith in an 
address delivered here today. 

“Matters have now reached the 
stage,’’ he said, ‘‘ at which victory must 
be decisive, if peace is to be secured. 
All our sacrifices will have been thrown 
away if we acquiesce in anything: less 
than a peace of such a kind that it not 
only crushes for all time the aggressive 
ambition of our present enemies, but, 
what is indeed more important.from the 
point of view of the ‘permanent inter- 
ests of civilization and humanity, render 
impossible a recurrence of such a war 
by striking at the very root of the 
causes of war. 

‘““We must attain something better 
than arty of the conventional peaces of 
history. We must attain a league of 
nations. : 
““We cannot have a league of nations 
in any but an academic sense unless 
those who enter it are prepared, first 
of all, to recognize that no country can 
participate in the partnership if its g0\- 


ernment is based on autocracy. If a 
league of nations is to be really an 
effective security for the peace of. the 
world, it must be in a position. from 
whatever quarter war might arise, to 
check and even punish the offender,” 
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MRS. RUSSELL SAGE 
DIES AT HER HOME 


Nurse Found Her Sinking, and 
Death Followed Early This 
Morning. : 


WAS 90 YEARS OF AGE 


Had Lang Been in Feeble Health— 
One of the World’s Wealthiest 
Women. 


Mrs. Russell Sage, widow of the 
famous financier, died suddenly at her 
home at 604 Fifth Avenue at 12:20 o’clock 
this morning.: Mrs. Sage, who was 90 
years old, had been in feeble health for 
several years. The end came from ail- 
ments incident to her extreme age. A 
nurse, who always slept in her room, 
on going to Mrs. Sage’s bedside shortly 
after midnight, found Mrs. Sage sink- 
ing. 

Mrs. Sage’s relatives had felt for the 
last four days that her'end was ap- 
proaching and several of them were 
summoned to Mrs. Sage’s bedside when 
the nurse discovered the patient’s con- 
dition was grave. The names of those 
present were not made public. 

Mrs. Russell Sage was reputed to be 
one of the wealthiest women in the 
world since the death of her husband 
left her in possession of the great part 
of the wealth he had amassed during 
many years in control of railroad com- 
penies and other financial enterprises. 

This wealth she had used in carrying 
out many of her ideas of philanthropy, 
so that she became more famous for her 
social work than for the possession of 
‘money. Mrs. Sage inherited $75,000,000 
from her husband, and this sum has in- 
creased greatly since his death, notwith- 
standing, Mrs. Sage’s many gifts to 
charity, which amounted to many mil- 
lions of dollars. 


Poverty in Her Youth. 


Mrs. Sage, who was Margaret Olivia 
Slocum, was born in Syracuse, N. Y. 
in 1828, the daughter of Joseph and 
Margaret Jermain Slocum, and upon 
her paternal side was descended from 
Captain Miles Standish. When she was 
about 9 years old the financial affairs 
of the family were so affected by the 
serious panic that she was forced to go 
to work to aid in the support of her 
younger brothers and sisters. 

Her energy was so pleasing to her 
employer and to her father that they 
decided to co-operate to give her an 
education, and she was sent to Mount 
Holyoke Seminary. She became ill at 
school and left, but started again at the 
Troy Female Seminary, an _ institution, 
that one of her relatives, Colonel Henry 
Pierson, had,taken great interest in 
when he was taking measures for the 
establishment of separate schools for 
girls as part of the State educational 
system. 

She was graduated from this semi- 
mary in 1S46 and decided immediately 
to beeome a teacher in the public 
schools. Many honors had been given 
to her in her seminary course, and one 
of her teachers induced her to take a 
place on the stuff of a school in Phila- 
delphia called the Chestnut Street Semi- 
nary. She continued this work for 
many years. ' 

In 189 she became the second wife 4 
Russell Sage, two years ‘affer' His first 
wife, who was Maria Winne of: Troy, 
had diced in this city. For many years 
after her marriage her time was de- 
voted entirely to her home, and she did 
not become interested in philanthropy 
until about 1890. Then she became the 
first woman member of many hospital 
boards, as well as taking part in the 
mannzgement of other institutions, that, 
before her time, had been governed 
solely by men. She wes head of the 
Woman's Hospital for many years, and 
served on the boards of the Young’s 
Women's Christian Association, the 
Women's Exchange, and served contin- 
uously as president of the Emma Wil- 
lard Association since 1891. 

This was the association ‘that had 
taken over control of the Troy school. 
where she was graduated. Mrs. Sage 
was the first woman to be elected to the 
Governing Board. One of the halls at 
the institution was built largely through 
benefactions from her and bore her 
name, 

In recognition ef her work and inter- 
est in education for women New York 
University conferred the degree of Mas 
ter of Letters upon her in 1904, In her 
speech in accepting the honor she ‘spoke 
of the great need for the common-sense 

eeducation of girls, and later she wrote 
many articles upon her ideas of edu- 
eation for women, 

When she was not engaged in carry- 
ing out her ideas of philanthropy and 
education Mrs. Sage spent all of her 
time at her home on Fifth Avenue, 
‘her country home at Lawrence, L. I., 
or at Sag Harbor. Most of her time 
for the last few years, had been spent 
at the home at Lawrence, in the care of 
servants who had attended her for many 
years. 

In interviews with recent visitors who 
commented upon the age of her serv- 
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ants, she said that sne desired to keep 
her faithful attendants with her as long 
as she lived, in accordance with what 
she,described as a cardinal principle of 
her household management, never to 
dismiss an honest servant who had only 
minor defects in competence. ~ 

For many years Mrs. Sage made an- 
nual visits to the school in Troy. to give 
the students her ideas about education. 
She told them that she inclined to Puri- 
tan ideas, but that she believed that 
every woman ought to have a_ sense 
of humor. When: she was making a 
speech on the fiftieth anniversary of the 
foundation of the school she said: ‘Il 
commend to you, from my experience of 
life, the cultivation of manners and 
sound common’ sense. Character is a 
perfectly educated will.’’ 


Generous in Her Gifts. 


Even before the death of her husband 
Mrs. Sage donated large sums_ to 
schools and other institutions. In mak- 
ing these gifts it was reported that she 
consulted invariably with Miss Helen 
Gould, now Mrs. Finley J. Shepard. 

Mrs. Sage’s largest gift for a single 
purpose was $10,000,000 set aside in 1907 
to carry out an endowment plan known 
as the ‘‘Sage Foundation.’’ The pur- 
pose of this fund was then announced in 
a few words: . 

‘* Its object is the improvement of s0- 
cial and living conditions in the United 
States. The means to that end will in- 
clude research, publications, education, 
the ‘establishment and maintenance of 
agencies, and institutions, and the aid 
of any such activities, agencies, and- in- 
stitutions already established.’’ 

One of the Directors of the Sage 
Foundation was Miss Helen Gould, now 
Mrs. Shepard, with Miss Luisa L, 
Schuyler as another woman member of 
the board. Other members of the board 
were Cleveland H. Dodge and Robert 
W. de Forest. 

Since the death of her husband, in 
1806, Mrs. Russell ‘Sage had_ been 
pestered with applications for charity 
from every imaginable source. Her 
mail reached as high as 900 letters a 
day from every State in the Union as 
well as from foreign countries. This 
‘vast correspondence led her to issue 
this public statement: 

Whatever be the personal or family needs 
of poor people in Chicago, Boston, Balti- 
more, and Washington, I cannot be looked 
to to supply. them. I have at my doors, 
in my own city of 4,000,000 inhabitants, 
plenty of such cases which have a nearer 
claim upon me in so far as I may desire 
to recognize it. 


The first use Mrs. Sage made of her 
husband’s money was to double the be- 
quests he made to his relatives, and all 
chance of will coptest was thus ended. 
Her first large ft was to the Rens- 
selaer Polytechnic Institute, better 
known as the Troy Polytechnic. This 
institution received $1,000,000. The 
money was given unconditionally. To 
the Emma Willard School in. Troy she 
made another large gift. This institu- 
tion received $1,000,000. 

One of the first works of the Sage 
Foundation was the establishment of 
what was to have been a model colony 
for workers at Forest Hills, L. I., but 
the greater part of the fund wes used in 
education on the plans laid down by 
Mrs. Sage in her announcement. 

Another sum given by Mrs. Sage short- 
ly after she announced her plan of the 
Sage Foundation was the gift of 250,- 
000 to the Association for the Relief of 
Respectable, Aged. Indigent Females in 
the City of New York. It was reported 
that for many years after this gift was 
made Mrs. Sage received an aver- 
age of about 100 letters a year from in- 
mates, expressing their gratitude. 

Another of Mrs. Sage's benefactions 
was the gift, with Mrs. William E. 
Dodge, of the international headquar- 
ters building of the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association, at 124 East Twenty- 
eighth Street. Mrs. Sage contributed 
, the building, which is seven stories high, 
and Mr: Dodge gave the land on which 
it stands.

Gifts of sums less than $100,000 made 
by Mrs. Sage were more than 150, it 
was said, during the first few years of 
her philanthropy, and most of these 
were never made known to the public 
unless some question was asked at the 
offices of the Sage Foundation. Most 
or these gifts were for the construc- 
tion of buildings at institutions already 
esteblished, although many were for 
buildings for the Y. M. C. A. and other 
organizations in towns that had too few 
inhabitants to afford a building fitted 
for the education or development of its 
children. . 

One of these gifts was for the con- 
struction of a Presbyterian Church at 
Far Rockaway, about two miles from 
her home at Lawrence. After the sum 
had been provided for the building it 
was suggested by citizens that 
church be made a memorial 
Sage. 

Another gift was made in 1908, short- 
ly after Mrs. Sage heard that the com- 
mandant of the Military Academy at 
West Point has expressed the opinion 
that one of the most desirable additions 
to the reservation there would be Con- 
stitution Isle, in the Hudson River, op- 
posite the academy. Congress had taken 
up the question of buying the island and 
the owner placed its value at about 
$175,000. Mrs. Sage bought the island 
and gave it to the Government. 

For several years Mrs. Sage was the 
largest individual personal taxpayer in 
the city and, consequently in the coun- 
try, when she supplanted Andrew Car- 


Her total assessment was $7,500.000. 

Mr. and Mrs. Sage had no children, 
her nearest relatives being nephews and 
nieces.

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BRITAIN EXPECTING 
CENERAL ELECTION 


Will Be Held, Probably, Early 
Next Month, and Turn on 
Reconstruction. 


LLOYD GEORGE IN SADDLE 


Expected to Win Hands Down— 
Movement in Parliament for a 
Coalition Campaign.

LONDON, Nov. 3.—All probabilities 
point to Great Britain having a general 
election before Christmas. Political 
prophets, indeed, have already fixed the 
date as between Nov. 30 and Dec. 7. An 
earlier polling day is unlikely, because 
the present Parliament has a certain 
amount of legislation on hand which 
must be cleared off before its dissolu- 
tion, and to set it later would throw 
upon the Post Office the extra burden 
of election correspondence, which, super- 
added to the Christmas traffic, would 
utterly disorganize a service already 
severely tried by the war's exigencies. 
It is believed that, unless the election 
can be held in the first, or at latest, the 
;second week of December, it will be 
| necessary to postpone it until January. 
The latest indications point to Dec. 7 
as the polling day. 

One of the most competent authorities 
at Westminster put-the situation in a 
nutshell by saying: ‘‘ The election de- 
pends upon the armistice.’’ 

If Lloyd George returns from Ver- 
sailles with an armistice which will 
imply a victorious end of the war, it is 
the universal expectation that he will at 
once go to the country with the cry: 
‘* Vote for the man who won the war.”’ 

On the other hand, should Germany, 
contrary to present prognostics, prove 
recalcitrant, it is believed that Mr. 
George's policy will be to face the elec- 
torate with an appeal to vote for the 
man who will win the war. 


Will Turn on War Issues. 


This is, of course, a rough way of 
putting the situation; but it is correct 
enough in its broader outlines. A gen- 
eral election, with the war only just over 
or still in progress, will necessarily turn 
on war issues, rather than on old po- 
litical faiths. : 

None of the three great political or- 
ganizations—the Unionist, Liberal, and 
Labor Parties—likes the prospect. Lloyd 
George has made no bargain with the 
Unionists, who want him to accept their 
program on tariff reform, Irish Home 
Rule, and Welsh disestablishment. 

Efforts made by a body of Manchester 
folk to bring about a reunion of all 
| Liberal forces under the joint leadership 
| of Asquith and George proved a failure. 
| Mr. Asquith is to speak in Scotland tlris 
week, and his speeches are awaited 
with the keenest interest, as they may 
show the attitude of the front opposi- 
tion bench toward the Liberal reconcilia- 
tion movement, which, despite its in- 
itial setback, is going on behind the 
scenes. About fifty Liberal and Con- 
servative members of Parliament held a 
meeting today and passed a resolution 
that to return to party government dur- 
ing the war and the subsequent period of 
national reconstruction would be a dis- 
aster.

| Probable Labor Platform. 

Labor, as already stated, means to take 
| a line of its own. There are eight Labor 
Ministers in the Government, they en- 
tered it with the approval of the Labor 
Party. Proposals made from time to 
time that they should be requested to 
withdraw from the Government have 
been sternly discouraged by Arthur Hen- 
derson and the sense of the majority 
has been with him in this attitude. 
Whether there will be any change, in 
view of the general election, remains to 
be seen. 

A national conference of the Labor 
Party is to be summoned almost im- 
mediately for the formulation of its 
electoral policy. Three cardinal points 
in it undoubtedly will be: First, resto- 
ration of trade union rules and condi- 
tions; second, a bold policy of social re- 
construction; third, home rule for Ire- 
land. : 

The Irish Nationalists have no illu- 
sions as to their electoral prospects in 
Ireland, but any setback they may re- 
ceive will only be rey The Sinn 
Fein, after all, is only an aberration, 
and aberrations never last long. 

The Sinn Fein will carry perhaps forty 
seats. The Nationalists now hold eighty. 
There are to be two women Sinn Fein 
candidates — Countess Markievicz and 
Mrs. Skeffington. The Ulster Unionists 
probably will come back twenty-five 
strong. In many British constituertcies 


the Irish vote will be cast in favor of 
labor. 

In conclusion, it may be said that, 
while the election cries will chiefly de- 
pend upon the war conditions at the 
period: when the appeal is made to the 
Electorate, back of them will be the 
great question of reconstruction after 
the war.

Only those who have lived in Holland 
during the war realize the tremendous 
saving of time and effort which 
means. It has been necesary to allow 
from ten days to two weeks to arrive in 
Paris from The Hague heretofore. 

The convoy between’England and Hol- 
land is very irregular and passengers 
are often kept on board for days waiting 
for the signal to start, which only one 
man in England can give. Letters from 
England generally take three weeks to 

ass the censor and catch the convoy.

living on the Continent and not isolated 
trom civilized hu aanity. 


INFLUENZA SHOWS DECLINE 


Dr. Copeland Will Take Up After 
Care and Child Aid Work. 


The incomplete reports received by the 
Department of Health yesterday gave 
indication of a continued drop in Span- 
ish influenza in this city. Health Com- 
missioner Dr. Royal S. Copeland said 
yesterday that his department would 


take up after-care work and see also 
that children left by the epidemic with- 
out proper guardianship were provided 
tor. Inspectors to the Department of 
Health will begin today a city-wide 
canvass of homes in which there has 
been influenza to learn the condition of 
the children of such families. Dr. Cope- 
land wants these data to present to the 
representatives of seventy-five institu- 
tions interested in this work whom he 
is to meet Wednesday. 

The Caroline Rest Home of the New 
York Association for Improving the Con- 
dition of the Poor, which was opened 
several days ago to take care of women 
and children convalescing from influ- 
enza and pneumonia, has become so 
crowded that the association has opened 
its adjoining property, the Caroline 
Country Club, for the same _ purpose. 
Members of the staff of the Bureau of 
Conservation of the New York State 
Food Commission are assisting the De- 
—_ of Health in the work of. giv- 
ng relief to families in which the dis- 
ease nas appeared. 

To show how fortunate this city had 
been in its fight against the spread of 
influenza Dr. Copeland gave out yes- 
terday a table showing the death rate 
during the epidemic in seven cities in 
which it raged. The figures show the 
death rate from all causes. Figures for 
the sixth week of the epidemic here, 
ust available, show a reduced rate of 
1.8. The table follows:

Last of the Dead Identified—tTwo 
‘Young Women of One Family 
noi Lost Thelr Lives. 


Mayor Hylan, sitting as a committing 


Magistrate in the old County Court 


House rooms in Brooklyn, at 145 Scher- 


merhorn Street, will begin a John Doe 
ifivestigation today in an effort to fix 
criminal responsibility for the B. R. T. 
wreck on Friday night in which eighty- 
Bine lives were lost on a rush-hour train 
@9 the Brighton Beach line at the Mal- 
Rene Street tunnel. 

The witnesses called for today are 
survivors of the wreck and employes of 
the company, who will be asked to ex- 
Plain how the accident occurred. The 
question whether officials of the B. R. 
T. were guilty of negligence in putting 
the train in charge of E. A. Lewis, a 
train dispatcher, alleged to have been 
without proper training as a motorman, 
will be taken up later. The higher of- 
ficials of the B. R. T. will probably 
not be called to testify because of the 
possibility of thus conferring immunity. 

Neither District Attorney Lewis of 
Brooklyn, who will prosecute, nor Mayor 
Hylan, who will preside at the hearing, 
would discuss the plan of the John Doe 
inquiry yesterday. District Attorney 
Lewis has already given the opinion that 
the real guilt lies with those who trust- 
ed so many lives to Motorman Lewis. 
Mayor Hylan, in signed letters, has di- 
vided the guilt between the B. R. T. of- 
ficials and the Public Service Commis- 
sion, holding that they are equally re- 
sponsible for the employment of the 
green motorman. 

Mayor Hylan made no reply yesterday 
to the charges of Public Service Com- 
missioner Whitney, who suggested that 
Mayor Hylan himself might prove to be 
one of the John Does whom the inquiry 
was intended to identify. Commissioner 
Whitney asserted that the loss of life 
was largely due to the use of wooden 
cars, and that Mayor Hylan had been 
for months the sole obstacle blocking 
action to compel the use of steel cars on 
this line. Commissioner Whitney 
charged also tat Mayor Hylan, as a 
County Judge, had, on official sta- 
tionery, written a dozen or more letters 
asking the B. R. T. to employ men in 
whom he was interested. He said that 
in fifty-four civil suits tried before 
County Judge Hylan against the B..

Miss Aline Schwaan, whose body was
